1301 North A St., is the last 
opportunity to reduce the tax rate below 
the 13 77 figure of the publication 
budget 


Pentagon 
confirms 
base study 


Pentagon 
spokesmen 
last 
week 
confirmed that the Defense Department 
has embarked on a study of the future 
impact of the Space Shuttle project on 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
Slated for completion in 12 to 15 
weeks, the study will pay particular 
attention to a recent decision by the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration 
(NASA) 
to use the 
Boeing 747 as a ferry craft to shuttle the 
shuttle on non-space flights to various 
U.S. points. 
The Space Shuttle orbiter craft will 
ride piggy back aboard the 747 and be 
launched 
from 
that 
position 
for 
horizontal test flights later in this 
decade 
The Space Shuttle project is slated to 
arrive at Vandenberg at about that time, 
with $500 million going into alterations 
on the base and the first Vandenberg 
launch lifting off m around 1983 
A joint NASA-Defense Department 
mission model calls for 145 Vandenberg 
launches between 1980 and 1991, 76 of 
them for the military and 69 under 
NASA or for non-U S. shuttle users. 
According to the Pentagon, the study 
will pay particular attention to the 
impact of Boeing 747 ferry decision on 
facility alteration on base 
Pentagon spokesmen added that it 
wasn't sure whether or not the study will 
be made available to the public. 


House clearing 
way for debate 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Congress 
will try to finish several pieces of major 
legislation this week in an effort to clear 
the decks for the impeachment debate 
expected to begin later this month. 
Major 
legislation 
awaiting 
action 
includes 
national 
health 
insurance, 
campaign reform, consumer protection, 
federal laws controling strip mining and 
several vital appropriations bills. 
The 
House 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee Monday will begin writing 
legislation on 
national 
health care 
insurance, but whatever type of bill the 
committee 
finally 
approves 
will 
probably not reach the House before it 
becomes embroiled 
in the historic 
impeachment proceedings. 
At least four different health bills 
have been proposed so far, but only one 
—the 
Nixon 
administration’s 
plan 
—would place the responsibility for 
providing major health coverage in the 
hands of private insurance companies. 
The 
Nixon 
bill 
would 
require 
employers to offer optional minimum 
health insurance to employes, would 
give poor persons subsidies to pay for 
their own protection and aid families 
when their medical expenses exceeded 
$1,500 a year. 
A compromise 
measure proposed 
Sens. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
and Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., would be 
financed through the social security 
system, give free care to the poor, and 
start paying the bills when medical costs 
hit $1,000. 


As it stood this morning the $19 
million remained in an ' appropriation 
for contingencies,” a status that keeps 
the money viable for a variety of uses at 
the discretion of the school board 
The money came to the district after 
the preliminary budget was formulated, 
as a result of a court ruling that the 
State Department of Education had 
improperly withheld state aid monies 
from districts receiving federal Public 
Law 874 impacted aid monies 
When the windfall was received there 
was speculation that there would be 
intense competition for the money, 
primarily from teacher groups. This

proposals for the use of the one-time 
only sum of $19 million. Likewise,

Written proposals would be 
required for the appropriation of any of 
the 
money, 
according 
to 
some 
interpretations of a recent school board 
ruling. 


Joseph

formulation staff, 
said the tax rate 
would have to be reduced tomorrow 
before the budget is adopted, if it’s going 
to be reduced this year. As it stands now 
the district taxpayers are scheduled to 
pay a general fund tax of $2 85 per $100 
of assessed valuation, and 92 cents more 
for a total of $3 77 The general fund rate 
at that figure is $1 above last year's 
figure. 


With the addition of the windfall to the 
budget figure for expenditures and other

Goleta Valley annexation 
debate continues today

The Board of Supervisors comes to 
another 
crossroads 
today 
in 
the 
continuing debate whether to give the 
proposal of annexation of Goleta Valley 
to the city of Santa Barbara a push 
toward an election, or shove into 
oblivion. 


Annexation was still “ hanging in 
there” at the close of county business 
Friday, with the supervisors being 
asked Monday to expend up to $4,000 to 
subcontract 
for 
voter 
surveys 
on 
annexation’incorporation sentiment. 


Also the board is being asked to 
increase the limit of County Consultant 
John Sanger’s contract from $10,000 to 
$15,000. County Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson and Sanger feel 
the voters should have the chance of 
balloting on annexation first, before any 
incorporation votes in valley areas. 
Last Monday, it was felt the board 
killed 
annexation 
by 
continuing 
discussion on it until Aug. 26. and 
seeming to favor a resolution on Goleta 
Valley incorporation instead. 
But 
Goleta 
Valley 
Governmental 
Group, led by Betty Bullock, is coming 
back Monday asking for clarification of 
the board's action last Monday. 
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Senate GOP leader Griffin 
calls for N ixon resignation 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Assistant Senate Republican Leader Robert P Griffin 
said today President Nixon should resign “ in the national interest and in his own 
interest “ 
Griffin told reporters that such a step by the President represented “ an awesome 
decision .. but I believe he will see it that way, too,” 
Emerging from a closed session of the Senate Rules Committee considering rules 
to govern Nixon's possible impeachment trial, Griffin said in a quavering voice as he 
read from notes scribbled on a slip of paper: 
” 1 think we have arrived at a point where both the national interest and his own 
interest is best served by resigning It’s not just his enemies who feel that way but 
many of his best friends— and I included myself in that group— believe that this 
would be the most appropriate course for him to take.” 
Nixon returned to to the White House 
today after a weekend at Camp David 
where he gathered top staff aides 
Sunday, an indication he may be making 
a major decision on his strategy 
During the weekend, Griffin sent the 
President 
a 
letter 
saying 
that 
if 
necessary the Senate would subpoena 
tapes of 64 presidential conversations 
which the Supreme Court ordered Nixon 
to turn over to Judge JohnJ Sirica. 
Griffin’s letter said defiance of such a 
subpoena would likely be considered by 
the Senate as an impeachable offense 
Sen Walter F Mondale, D Minn . said 
today that if there is an impeachment 
trial in the Senate, he will ask that the 
tapes be subpoenaed 
Part of them 
already are in Sirica's hands He is 
reviewing them for relevancy in the 
Watergate cov#»r up trial beginning next 
month 
The Washington Post, in an article by 
Bob Woodward and ('art Berstein, said 
today that several White House sources 
told 
them 
those 
tapes 
contained 
statements potentially damaging to 
Nixon. 
“ All hell will break loose when they 


come out," one unidentified source was 
quoted by the Post. 
The story said Nixon may be devising 
a new anti-impeachment strategy in 
light 
of 
the 
tapes, 
including 
the 
possibility of admitting some degree of 
guilt in the Watergate cover-up 
Sen William Proxmire, D-Wis., said 
during the weekend Nixon should not 
resign but instead turn over the powers 
of his office to Vice President Gerald R 
Ford under terms of 25th Amendment. 
Ford said in answer to questions in 
New Orelans that he thought if he was 
still in the House, he would vote to 
censure Nixon rather than impeach him

meeting by Nixon with top aides, Deputy 
White House Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren today discounted speculation 
that Nixon may be preparing a major 
television speech this week 
“ There will not be a speech this week, 
and also nothing is planned in the way of 
a formal presidential statement,” War­ 
ren said.

Before various people revived the 
annexation issue in recent days, it 
appeared 
that 
G oleta 
V a lle y 
incorporation would come to the fore. 
Insiders said that valley business and 
other elements seemed ready to sit 
down with Isla Vista incorporation 
proponents to try to make a deal with 
the university community so that Isla 
Vistans wouldn’t scuttle valley-wide 
incorporation 
Johnson said he felt “ there is still a 
need for these voter surveys” which had 
been mentioned previously by Sanger as 
being in the works. 
The expenditure could be financed 
with grant funds received from the 
state, he said. 
Sanger’s 
contract, 
according 
to 
Johnson, provides, among other things, 
that the consultant may subcontract 
voter surveys "to determine attitudes 
and opinions with regard to alternative 
courses of action.” 
Preliminary contacts have been made 
with opinion survey experts and the 
county is prepared to contract for these 
services, Johnson showed, “ in order to 
better advise the supervisors and Local 
Agency Formation Commission on the 
possible outcome of the reorganization 
proposal.” 


Public transit in Lompoc — who needs 
it? 
Wednesday night, consultants of the 
Santa 
Barbara 
County-Cities 
Area 
Planning Council will be asking that 
question here. The answers they get will 
become part of the Santa Barbara 
County Transportation Study (SCOTS) 
and could change the transportation 
picture in Lompoc for years to come. 
The session, which will seek public 
input on this area’s transportation 
needs, 
will 
begin 
at 
7:30 
p.m. 
Wednesday, Aug. 7, in the County 
Administration Building at 401 East 
Cypress Ave., Lompoc. 
Depending on final recommendations 
of SCOTS, Lompoc may be in line for a 
series of state and federal grants to set 
up whatever transit system the experts 
determine is needed here. Public input 
will be part of that determination. 
Speaking at the meeting will be 
representatives of Wilbur Smith and 
Associates, consultants for the SCOTS 
study. They’ll explain the scope and 
objectives of the study but their main 
purpose 
will 
be 
to 
solicit citizen 
comments and those from organized 
com m unity 
groups 
on 
lo ca l 
transportation needs. 
Before any proposals can be made for 
additional transit service, the consultant 
m ust 
fir s t 
d e te rm in e 
the 
location, type and extent of the transit 
needs in the county. Under state law, the 
area planning council is charged with 
developing a regional transportation plan 
“ directed at the achievement of a 
coordinated 
and 
balanced 
regional 
transportation system.” Solicited at the 
meeting will be views of transit needs of 
senior citizens, needs for transportation 
to centers of employment opportunity, 


transit needs for shoppers without cars, 
and all other views of local transit. 
Currently, public transit service is 
available only in the Santa Barbara- 
G o le ta 
area 
The 
reg io n a l 
transportation 
plan 
w ill 
make 
recommendations concerning the need 
both for expanding these systems in the 
south coast as well as establishing 
transit systems in communities like 
Lompoc where none now exists. 
The cost of the study is being financed 
on an 80 per cent federal and 20 per cent 
local basis on a grant from the Urban 
Mass Transit Administration 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Nixon returned to the White House today 
following a weekend at Camp David 
engaged in anti-impeachment strategy 
talks with his top aides, Watergate 
defense lawyers and two speech writers 
Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren would not discuss the nature of 
the Sunday meeting but said Nixon 
would not resign or temporarily turn 
over his duties to Vice President Gerald 
R. Ford under the 25th amendment 


Nixon said he was turning over to 
the House the transcripts of three 
conversations on June 23,1972 —six days 
after the Watergate break in —and said 
he is convinced the record, “ in its 
entirety, does not justify the extreme 
step of impeachment.” 
Acknowledgng that a House vote of 
impeachment is “ virtually a foregone 
conclusion,” Nixon also said he would 
furnish to the Senate everything from 64 
subpoenaed tapes that U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica rules should go to 
the Watergate prosecutors. 
In a 
two-page 
release with 
little comment, Nixon said he did not 
realize at the time the implications 
which the three conversations he had 
with then White House chief of staff 
H R Haldeman on June 23 might have. 
“ As a result, those arguing my case as 
wellas those passing judgment on the 
case, did so with information that was

erroneous,” Nixon said. “ This was a 
serious act of omission for which I take 
full responsibility and which I deeply 
regret ” 
Nixon said that since the Supreme 
Court ordered him 12 days ago to turn 
over the tapes to Sirica, he himself 
listened to a number of them and found 
it “ clear that portions, of these June 
23rd conversations are at variance with 
certain of my previous statements. 
“ The June 23rd tapes clearly show, 
however, that at the time 1 gave those 
instructions (that the F B I should be 
alerted to coordinate with the CIA to 
assure that the investigation not expose 
national security 
matters) 
I 
also 
discussed political aspecLs of the situa­ 
tion. 
He also said, “ Whatever mistakes I 
made in the handling of Watergate, the 
basic truth remains that when all the 
facts were brought to my attention, I 
insisted on a full investigation and 
prosecution of the guilty. I am firmly 
convinced 
that the 
record, 
in 
its 
entirety, does not justify the extreme 
step of impeachment and removal of a 
president. 
I 
trust 
that 
as 
the 
constitutional process goes forward, this 
perspective will prevail.”

Massive telephone walkout averted 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Narrowly 
averting a nationwide telephone strike 
today, the Bell System and unions 
representing 
some 
725,000 
workers 
tentatively agreed late Sunday on a new 
contract to raise wages and benefits 
nearly 36 per cent over the next three 
years. 
The cost of the package was estimated 
by a union leader at more than $3 billion 
Union 
and 
company 
officials 
announced the settlement— subject to 
ratification 
of 
workers 
following 
negotiation 
of 
some 
local-level 
issues—just two hours before a midnight 
strike 
deadline 
that 
had 
been 
overwhelmingly 
approved 
by 
union 
members. 
The unions immediately set a new 
deadline of midnight Aug. 11 for settling 
local issues with individual Bell System 
companies across the nation. 
Sunday’s national agreement with 


American Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
will not be submitted to members for 
ratification 
until 
local 
issues 
are 
resolved. 
These 
sometimes 
pose 
difficulties. 
While a nationwide strike of the Bell 
system 
was 
averted, 
about 
56,000 
members 
of 
the 
International 
Brotherhood 
of 
Electrical 
Workers 
walked 
out 
today 
against 
Western 
Electric Co., an ATT subsidiary which 
manufactures 
telephone 
equipment. 
Ultimately 
some 
80,000 
Western 
Electric workers could be affected when 
local contracts expire. 
An IBEW spokesman pledged that 
only 
Western 
Electric 
installations 
would be picketed. 
“ We’re out from Vancouver, Wash., to 
Kearny, N.J.,, said IBEW negotiator 
Paul 
Menger. 
He said 
talks with 
Western 
Electric, 
which had been 
conducted separately but parallel with 


those with ATT, were continuing 
Some 77,000 other IBEW members 
working for ATT remained on the job 
These workers, largely operators and 
installers, are covered by the agreement 
reached Sunday night between ATT and 
negotiators for the Communications 
Workers of America, the IBEW , and a 
coalition of about two dozen independent 
unions 
Employes of Ohio Bell in Springfield 
struck prematurely at noon Sunday, but 
the walkout was called off after the 
Washington settlement was announced. 
Glenn E. Watts, president of CWA, 
and Rex Reed, ATT’s top negotiator, 
announced the tentative agreement on 
the new three-year pact—first ATT had 
attempted to reach in simultaneous 
negotiations with all its unions. 
Watts said benefits for the CWA’s 
515,000 Bell System workers alone would 
total $3 billion.

Tree farmer contemplates 
Christmas in August

Christmas is one holiday that 
seems to grow on 
Ronald 
Kretzinger. Or maybe it’s just 
his trees. 
Kretzinger is the owner of 
the 
Ladera 
Christmas tree 
farm. 5375 Campbell Road, just 
off highway 246 He’s been in 
business for seven years: three 
years growing the trees and 
another four selling them on 
the retail market. 
The retired military man has 
one of the worse 10 acre farms 
around — except when it comes 
to Christmas trees The land is 
mostly sandy, there’s rolling 
hills and almost any fruit or 
vegetable 
crop 
would 
be 
failure. 
But not so with Kretzinger's 
Monterey Pines. The trees can 
stand tem peratures as cold as 
zero degrees and as hot as a 
blazing 115 degrees. 
The native of Santa Ana has 
some 7,000 trees on his farm 
now, 
making 
way 
for 
an 
expected total of from 14,000 to 
16,000 pines. 
He now sells around 650 trees 
a year but his total is expected 
to increase to 1 200 to 1,500 
once all of 
his trees are 
planted. It takes about three 
years for a seedling to mature 
into a tree that Kretzinger 


would sell on his lot — but 
that’s with irrigation. 
It would take a tree some six 
or seven years without the 
added water. Kretzinger adds 
40 inches of water to each tree 
on his farm per year in addition 
to the rainfall. 
The busiest time of the year 
for the tree farm owner is from 
November to April. Harvesting 
starts in November with the 
tagging of the trees According 
to Kretzinger, each tree is 
tagged with a number. 
When the farm opens to the 
public 
one 
week 
before 
T hanksgiving, 
c u sto m e rs 
choose their trees and keep one 
half of the tags. Around the 
beginning of December, the 
customer phones in and says he 
would like his tree. 
By the time the customer 
makes it down to the farm the 
tree has been cut and is waiting 
to be carried to its new home. 
Kretzinger feels this method 
method has been successful in 
the past, especially compared 
to the imported trees that are 
found in the big commercial 
tree lots throughout the state. 
The Ladera owner believes 
the trees that are imported out 
of state seem to be less fresh 
because they are cut in late 
September and then put into

cold storage. 
Kretzinger claims that the 
imported trees have needles 
falling by the time they reach 
the retail lot. Not so with his 
trees, he says 
He maintains his trees will 
remain fresh 
and 
not lose 
needles until after New Years. 
He adds there is less of a fire 
hazard with a freshly cut tree 
than with an imported one 
The 44 year-old tree farm er 
feels there’s a trend away from 
the synthetic trees that have 
become 
popular 
in 
recent 
years. He thinks people are 
moving toward more natural 
things in all parts of life — 
including real Christmas trees. 
What Kretzinger likes most 
about his Christmas tree farm 
is the chance he gets to visit 
with customers once a year. He 
says families come up to the 
farm and take hours selecting a 
single tree. 
He likes to see children 
running through the farm and 
look at the different size trees. 
He says the farm seems to 
s tim u la te 
the 
s p irit 
of 
Christmas. 
“ We tend not to make it a 
commercial business,” relates 
the grower. 
When 
he 
e n te re d 
the 
business, he didn’t have any 
previous 
experience. 
As 
Kretzinger says, “ It’s been all 
trial and error.” 
To help him with weeds that 
abound on the farm, Kretzinger 
has 15 geese that try to keep the 
weeds in check The geese are 
fed nothing, only what they can 
find in weeds.

The officers said the Rangers 
killed 208 Communists and lost 
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30 of their own men in the 
fighting to recapture the two 
outposts which ended before 
dawn. Another 98 government 
troops were wounded and 25 
were missing 
Communist forces overran 
the 11 small 
Ranger posts 
during the weekend, all around 
the district capital, 25 miles 
southwest of Da Nang, and still 
held 9. 
The officers said two other 
government battalions of Ran­ 
gers, backed by tanks, were 
able to move through Commu­ 
nist 
lines to 
reinforce 
the 
embattled government troops 
at Due Due. The relief forces 
made no contact 
with 
the 
Communists. 
Backed by heavy airstrikes 
and 
artillery, 
government 
troops Monday also recaptured 
a militia post defending four 
clusters 
of 
refugee-crowded 
hamlets at My Lais village 
outside Ngai city, 318 miles 
north of Saigon, the officers 
said.

manned by about 20 men and 
lost to Communist forces last 
Saturday.

New cease-fire tries 


Prison officials never 
planned con's freedom 


H U N TSVILLE, Tex. (U P I) 
— Prison officials said Sunday 
they never intended to let Fred 
Gomez 
Carrasco

two 
fellow inmates get out of the 
Texas State Penitentiary alive. 
We could never in good 
conscience turn this kind of 
violence loose on the communi­ 
ty 
of 
Texas," 
said 
state 
Corrections Director W. J. Es­ 
telle. 
"No 
hostage 
taken 
through any gate of any prison 
can be considered anything but 
dead." 
Carrasco and one of his 
confederates died in a volley of 
gunfire Saturday night after 
they 
emerged 
from 
their 
library fortress armored in a 6- 
by-6-foot "Trojan Horse" made 
of 
strapped-together 
black­ 
boards and library books. 
Two 
hostages 
also 
were 
killed and a third was wounded 
Handcuffed to the outlaws 
inside the 
makeshift shield 
were Julia Standley, 43, a 
librarian; 
Elizabeth 
Beseda, 
47, a teacher; the Rev. Joseph 
O’Brien, the prison’s Catholic 
chaplain, and Novella Pollard, 
46. an assistant principal. 
The other eight 
hostages 
formed a human shield around 
the blackboard. 
Halfway 
down 
the 
ramp 
leading to the prison courtyard, 
13 state and federal officers 
unleashed streams of water 
from highpowered hoses that 
knocked 
down 
the 
human 
shield. 
The officers yelled at Carras­ 
co, 
who 
was 
wearing 
a 
bandolero of bullets strapped 
across his chest, to give up The 
seven were on their way to an 
armored car 50 feet away, in 
which Carrasco had hoped to 
make his escape. 
At 10:34 p.m., 35 to 40 shots 
were fired. 
"The gunfire (from ) within 
the shield was apparently in 
response to the officers’ cry to 
surrender,” Estelle said in a 
statement. 
He did 
not say 
whether any officers did any of 
the shooting. 
Some of the shots severed the 
fire 
hoses, 
but 
not 
before 
Carrasco lost control of the 
blackboards and let them slide 
down the ramp, leaving him, 
his accomplices and the hos­ 
tages completely exposed 
For 10 minutes it was quiet. 
Then more shots rang out Mrs. 
Standley and Mrs. Beseda fell 
fatally 
wounded, 
and 
three 
other 
hostages 
—the 
Rev. 
O’Brien and two convicts — 
were wounded 
Then Carrasco fell dead, a 
jagged wound in his neck and 
bullet wounds in his head 
Rudolfo 
Dominguez, 
27, 
slumped 
mortally 
wounded 
four feet away from the his 
dead body of his hero. 
J W Beeler, the local justice 


of the peace who was charged 
with making a preliminary 
report, called it suicide. 
"1 thought possibly after the 
first volley of shots he had an 
opportunity during that period 
of six to eight or nine minutes 
that he could have surrendered 
and released his hostages

there that he couldn’t have

Major California fire 
being controlled today 


CABAZON, Calif. (UPI) - 
Firefighters 
were 
bringing 
under control today the first 
major California forest fire of 
the 
season, 
which 
flamed 
through more than 4,000 acres 
of state and national forest 
land. 


The blaze was ignited by 
lightning Thursday afternoon 
on 
the 
Morongo 
Indian 
Reservation. An army of 1,700 
firefighters, some from as far 
away as Wyoming, battled the 
blaze in thick brush and on 
pine-covered mountainsides. 


It was reported fully con­ 
tained Sunday afternoon, and 
was expected to be under 
control tonight. 
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Damage was estimated at 
$192,000 to watershed and lost 
timber, plus $500,000 in fire 
fighting expense. 
The smoke from the blaze, 
flaming along 6,400-foot-high 
Kitching Peak, could be seen in 
Palm Springs, 30 miles to the 
east. 
Ten planes, mostly converted 
B17s, made more than 100 
bombing runs, dropping tons of 
liquid retardant on the fire. 
“ Ninety-nine per cent of the 
time, we are able to hold 
lightning caused fires to under 
an acre,” a spokesman for the 
U.S. Forest Service said. “ But 
(this time) 
we had 
super 
difficult terrain and heavy, 
heavy vegetation to contend 
with.” 
The fire burned into an area

preserves 


As much as for any of the tasty jam s 
and jellies that come from the farm , 
Santa Barbara County planning officials 
seem 
to 
have a 
sweet 
tooth 
for 
agrictultural preserves. 
And this in spite of Ralph Nader’s 
recent reviling of the land program as a 
“ boondoggle” 
to 
protect 
corporate 
profits and Legislative Analyst Alan 
Post’s plea for its repeal 
Passed nine years ago, the state’s 
Williamson Act provides 
for tax breaks for owners of agricultural 
and other "open space” lands if they 
agree not to develop the land for a 
certain period, usually 10 years. 
The law, which now 
embraces 13 million 
California t a cr es , 
e n a b l e s 
f a r m e r s 
whose land is in the 
path of urban sprawl 
to 
stand 
firm. 
It 
allows them to pay 
lower property taxes 
based on their crops 
rather than be forced 
to sell out by soaring 
taxes based on their 
land’s 
specu lative 
value— as a site for a 
c o n d o m i n i u m 
or 
whatever. 


The act was hailed as a planning 
breakthrough 
to 
quell 
"leapfrog 
development" and is judged by certain 
professionals today to have replaced 
wildfire building sprawl with more 
controlled 
growth 
and 
inner 
town 
redevelopment. 
Post’s 
argument 
against 
it 
is 
illustrated by the statistic that most 
such preserves under the law are going 
to Kern, Fresno, Tulare and Kings 
counties There isn’t much danger of 
urban sprawl in these rural counties. 
What is there, Nader has alleged, are 
large corporations who want to pack 
away their vast land holdings at the 
least tax cost. In Kern County, for 
example, more than half a million acres 
under the act are owned by five 
corporations, including such farming 
concerns as Tenneco Land Co., (157,000 
acres), Standard Oil (63,000 acres) and 
Getty Oil (50,758 acres). 
Another 
point 
sometimes 
made 
against the law is that, by allowing 
farm ers or landowners such tax breaks, 
it increases everyone else’s tax bill. 
There’s no doubt that it does. The 
question is how much and is it worth it. 
County officials here feel that Santa 
Barbara at least is a county where the 
Williamson Act works. They claim that 
proposed amendments to it to make 
cancellation 
of 
non 
development 
contracts more difficult are actually 
modeled 
after 
this 
county’s 
strict 
administration of ag preserves. 
Santa Barbara County landowners 
have crowded into the program. Of the 
county’s 1.7 million total acres, 950,000 
are in private ownership and the rest are 
either in the Los Padres National 
Forest, Vandenberg Air Force Base or 
other government ownership. 
Of this 950,000 acres, about 450,000 are 
in agricultural preserves, about half of 
all the privately held land, including city 
areas. 
But the county has only about 550,000 
agricultural acres actually eligible to be 
in preserves. The 450,000 acres now in 
preserves represents about 80 per cent 
ot this — a strapping high percentage. 
The law could function here as tax 
shelter for speculation, but the large 
land holders in this county differ from 
those in Kern County. The top five are 
probably San Luis Rey Ranch (35,000 
acres), Bixby Ranch (20,000 acres), 
Hollister Ranch (13,500 acres) and Suey 
Ranch (5,000 acres), according to county 
sources. 


Besides, county people contend, to 
successfully speculate, you have to call 
the economic shots 10 years in advance. 
Once a preserve contract is signed, 
olficials say, getting out of it is a rough 
row to hoe. The owner can cancel the 
contract in this county only if he can 
prove to the Board of Supervisors that 
agriculture doesn’t pay on his land and 
another use would be in the public good. 


It’s never happened. 


If he sells, the contract is still in force, 
on the new owner. If the land owner files 
a notice of non-renewal, his property 
taxes rapidly begin to climb again until, 
by the tenth year, a year before the 
contract expires, they’re almost as high 
as they would have been anyway. And 
the ban on development remains in force 
for those 10 years. 


Conceivably, speculators might still 
consider this worthwhile. The taxes over 
the 10 year period are still lower. 


But the law allows counties to be 
much 
less 
strict 
about 
cancelling 
contracts than this county is, officials 
say. A breeziness about letting owners 
hop in and out of preserve status in other 
counties 
could 
possibly 
make 
speculation there much easier. 


As for rural preserves not having 
anything to do with urban sprawl 
a 
partial 
rebuttal 
could 
be 
that 
recreational, housing subdivision and 
other developments tend to overrun into 
rural areas as well. 


For revenue loss, this county’s tax is 
about 2.5 per cent higher than it would 
be without the agricultural preserves 
here, an assessor’s office spokesman 
said. 


And of the tax breaks lor large 
corporations, should the size of the 
landholder have anything to do with thp 
incentive? 
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
